Eggs With Onions - 


Boil two large: onfons till quite 
tender, then chop them finely and 
rub through 4, sieve. Melt one 
tablespoonful butter in a pan, stir 
in one tablespoonful flour, and mix 
to n smooth cream. Add the onion 
puree, season with salt, pepper, and 
la teaspoonful lemon juice, ‘and 
simmer gently for ten minutes.
